They  are  much  superior  to  home  grown 
plants,  and  can  be  set  in  the  open  six  weeks  earlier. 
They  are  frost  proof  to  20  degrees,  and  we  have  known 
them  to  withstand  temperatures  of  10  degrees  above 
zero  without  injury.  By  using  these  plants  you  will  get 
headed  cabbage  three  to  four  weeks  earlier,  because  frost 
proof  cabbage  plants  get  a much  earlier  start  than  home 
grown  plants. 

We  grow  all  of  our  plants  on  our  own  farms  from  se- 
lected seed,  and  do  not  buy  a plant  that  we  sell.
